Flop in Tibet 
After Riots

Red China yesterday admitted 
that it has not been able to es 
tablish “people's communes” in 
Tibet where there have been 
reports that fresh anti-Commt 
nist uprisings have occurred. 
Peiping Radio said “people's 
communes have now been set 
up as a general rule in all rural 
areas inhabited by peoples of 
various nationalities except in 
Tibet and in certain areas.” 
The broadcast, however, did 
not explain why Mao Tse-tung 
and the Chinese Communists 
Were unable to expend its 
“communes” structure into the 
nation at “the top of the world.” 
There have been reports 
which tend to confirm recent 
Taipei reports of unrest and up- 


risings in Tibet against their 
Red masters. 

A recent arrival who re- 
quested anonimity after a 


serniofficial visit te Communist 
China added that Peiping Alr- 
port was closed for 24 hours 
until the air evacuation of in- 
jured Chinese Communist troops 
was completed. 

He further said Peiping was 
presently rife with reports of 
uprisings in Tibet, 


Production Targets Bared 

PEIPING (Kyodo- Reuter) — 
The Chinese Cormmunist Party 
announcement Wednesday that 
its leader Mao Tse-tung is re- 
tiring from the highest state 
office seemed devoid of any sug- 
gestion that he is being demoted 
or his policies criticized, observ- 
ers here said. 

It also hailed “unprecedented 
great successes” scored in de- 
veloping China’s economy this 
year and set still higher targets 
for another “great leap forward” 
next year. 

This was seen by observers 
here as Official vindication of the 
rapid drive under Mao's leader- 
ship in the second half of this 
year to double coal and steel 
production and grain and cot- 
ton crops.

Sneak Attack Talks 
End in Total Failure

The conference opened Nov. 
10 and became bogged down 
from the start in procedural ar- 
guments from which it never 
emerged. 

The Western side submitted 
numerous technical _ proposals 


in the hope the Soviet bloc 
would agree to discuss these 
without dragging in political 
issues. To underline the West- 
ern view that all politica] dis- 
cussion was taboo, the Western 
negotiators did not have dele 
gate status, but were officially 
described as “experts.” 

The Eastern negotiators had 
the full status of delegates at 
a political conference. They 
were led by Russia's American- 
educated Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Vassili V. Kuznetsov, who 
outranked the Western “ex- 
perts” like a colonel outranks 
a sergeant. 


The talks were first proposed 
by Soviet Premier Nikita

Kishi’s Future

That is Kishi's advantage. 


But the question is: Will he, be 
able to retrieve his waning pop- 
ularity on the strength of this 
advantage, 

I believe he can, provided he 
carries out these three feats, 

First, the rivalry between the 
“main current’ and “antimain 
current” factions of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party will become a 


perennial seesaw game if eft 
unattended. Kishi should take 
bold steps to eliminate the 


rivalry between the two fac- 
tions. 

In concrete terms, the posts 
of the Government and party 
officers should be equally divid- 
ed between the “main current” 
and “antimain current” factions. 
This would involve a big re- 
shuffle of the Cabinet and the 
top echelon of the reigning par- 
ty. If a setup is established 
under which the two factions 


assume joint responsibility, the 
grounds would be lost for pursu- 
ing responsibility on the basis 
of “main current” and “anti 
main current™ factions. 


Secondly, the big reshuffle 
shoukl be carried out around 
Jan, 7 when the New Year holt- 
days are over. The presidential 
elections should be moved up 
to the time of the Jan. 17 par- 
ty convention, and a Kishi set- 
up should be reestablished for 
facing the Diet session. 

Lastiy, the stand of the Li- 
beralDemocratic Party on the 
treaty revision should be unifi- 
ed under the new Kishi setup, 
and steps should be taken to 
speed up the progress of the 
revision talks. In this case, the 
Prime. Minister himself should 
actively steer the negotiations 
and seek to retrieve Japan's 
waning international prestige, 

It would take a great deal of 
determination and courage on 
the part of Kishi to achieve 
these ends for none of them are 
easy to accomplish. However, 
unless he carries them out, Ki- 
shi’'s Administration would be 
powerless even if Kishi were 
reelected president of the Gov- 
ernment Party. 

What are the prospects? 

Finance Minister Fisaku 
Sato, Kishi’s ‘younger brother 
and closest confidant, is urging 
Kishi to compromise with the 
“antimain eurrent” faction. 

Bui Ichiro Kono, chairman 
of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party’s Executive Board and 
Kishi’s inseparable political ally 
since the grand Tory merger, 
objects violently to any conces- 
sion on the grounds that a com- 
promise would mean a defeat 
for the main currenters. 

Whether Kishi accepts Sato’s 
advice or Kono’s would be the 
vital factor in determining his 
fate during the next year.

Britain Offers Tito 
Loan to Buy Goods 


LONDON (AP)—Britain § an- 
nounced Thursday a three mil- 
lion pound ($8,400,000) loan 
offer to Yugoslavia—a move to 
help that country withstand a 
Soviet’ economic squeeze. 

The Yugoslav Government 
has not yet formally replied 
to the offer, which falis far 
below the $42 million worth of 
credit President Josip. Broz 
Tito’s Government had request 
ed, 

British Undersecretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs John 
Profumo told the House of 
Commons that the purpose of 
the loan is to help Yugosiayia to 
purchase certain capital and 
semi-capital goods in the 
United Kingdom.

But West Can't’ 
OK Red Stand on 
Control System 


PARIS (AP)—US, Ste- 
retary of State John Foster 
‘Dulles Thursday reported 
to his Atlantic allies “a lit- 
tle progress has been 
made”’ in talks with Rus- 
sians over suspending nu- 


clear tests. 


Rut, he said, “it is premature 
to be optimistic as to ultimate 
success because the Soviet 
views on the naturerof control 
differ sharply from the views 
of the Western powers.” 


He listed two Soviet positions 
with which the United States 
and Great Britain disagree; 


1. “The Soviet would impose 
very severe restrictions on the 
mobility of personnel constitut- 
ing the control elements in the 
different countries.” 


2. “Also they would require 
that control personnel be made 
up almost entirely of citizens of 
countries being controlled.” 


An American spokesman said 
Dulles told the ministers that 
neither Britain nor the United 
States “would find acceptable 
the present type of controls 
proposed by the Soviet Union.” 

He added, however,. that 
“Nevertheless we are not dis- 
couraged. The fact that the So- 
viets have moved toward otr 
position in certain respects 
gives ground for hope they 
will move further on the con- 
trol features.” 

Tite Secretary described the 
Russians as “extremely stub- 
born, hard negotiators” and 
that “one cannot expect to get 
quick results.” 

A NATO briefing officer had 
earlier painted a slightly rosier 
picture of the nuclear negotia- 
tions in Geneva. He teft the 
impression that Dulles” “was 
optimistic about the outcome 
and felt the Russians had 
moved a considerable distance 
toward the U.S. and British 
view. This did not agree with 
the Dulles statements provided.

Dulles said the talks on deal- 
ing with surprise attacks have 
“proceeded less satisfactorily.” 

The Russians, he said, have 
continually thrown in such ex- 
traneous issues as denucleariza- 
tion and demilitarization of 
Germany.

He 
said he could not. foresee the 
results.

The Cream of the Younger Actors

The Kabuki program at the 
Toyoko Hall this month is a 
“junior kaomise” as opposed to 
the “senior kaomise” at the 
Kabukiza. In other words, the 
cast is composed of a cross-sec- 
tion of the best of the younger 
actors from each of three lead- 
ing Kabuki troupes, the Kichi- 
emon, Kikugoro and Ennosuke 
troupes. 


But the program is by no 
meane a mediocre one as the 
word junior might imply. All 
of the actors have developed 
mightily since the first days of 
the so-called Wakate or junior 
Kabuki of the Tovokc Hall, and 
no longer rattle in unaccustom- 
ed lead roles too big for them. 
There is both a confidence and 
a competence, and also the add- 
ei asset of fervor and endeavor 
that make such programs as the 
current one a pieasure to see. 


This is December, 
month for the “Chushingura” 
play: but the stage schedules 
for this month are strangely 
vold of this popular number 
However, at least in this Waka- 
te program, in the play entitled 
“Matsura no Taiko” (Drum of 
Matsura), we are allowed to 
hear, albeit from a distance, the 
familiar, pulsing beat of the 
vendetta drum, heavy with a 
sense of stifled anticipation and 
exultant resolve. 


traditional 


From Outside 
This play is ane of the count- 
less numbers dealing with 


episodes along the outer fringe 
of the famed vendetta of the 47 
ronin; and it is, we view the 
event, not from the inside as 
in the famous “Kanadehon 
aeeeere: but from the out- 
sicie. 


Lord Matsura is representa- 
tive of many of the lords who 
cecretly hoped that chief retain- 
er Oishi Kuranosuke and some 
of the other retainers of the 
house of Asano might possess 
the valcr to avenge their lord's 
unfair sentence of death by kill- 
ing Lord Kira who was re 
sponsible for the fateful inci- 
dent. 

But so successful was the 
utmost secrecy maintained by 
the conspirators that to all out- 
ward ‘appearances, none of the 
Ako retainers, Including even 
Kuranosuke, harbored any such 
intention. Impetuous Lord 
Matsura (Kanya) is thoroughly 
disappointed and disgustec, and 
wilfully shows his spite by re 
leasing Onul, sister of one of 
the Asano retainers, from serv- 
_ in his mansion in spite of 
the 


remonstrances of haiku 
master Kikaku. 

The play makes superb use 
of the impromptu haiku to 
further the plot, its most 


spectacular use being in the in- 
terpretation rendered by Lord 
Matsura of an enigmatic verse 
composed by the young re- 
tainer in question. 

The afternoon program also 
offers “Dojoji” in one of its 
most spectacular and entertain- 
ing versions, known as “Meoto 
Dojoji,” danced, as the title sug- 
gests, by two characters, one 


the familiar beautiful “shira- 
byoshi” professional dancer 
(Shocho). the other a male 


character in the role of an actor 
(Tsurunosuke)}. 
Legend of Gong 

“Dojoji” is based on the le 
mend of the temple gong of Do 
jofi Temple which was destroy- 
ed by the fiery venom of a 
spurned venom, when the ob- 
ject of her affections took re 
fuge under it. An incarnation of 
the jealous woman in the form 
of the shirabyoshi comes to 
wreak vengeance on the new 
gong just installed to replace 
the old one. 

With this theme as the basic 
outline, the number goes on 
quite freely into various separ- 
ate dance numbers, performed 
in the main by the shirabyoshi 
dancer. But in the “Meoto Do- 
jo}i” .version, the dances are 
divided between the two charac- 


See for 
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te.-. For instance, the male 
character takes over the delight- 
ful “playing with a hand-ball” 
dance, which takes on a decided 
touch of humorous mime in the 
male version, 

The current production ‘also 
has the added attraction of the 
“Kane-iri” finale, often omitted, 
in which the gong comes crash- 
ing down engulfing the shira 
byosm entirely. This finale is 
generally simplified, so that the 
dancer, instead of being covered 
by the falling gong, clambers 
atop it for the final “mie” pose. 
But this month, the gong comes 
down and properly engulfs the 
dancer, who emerges later in 
hair-raising makeup with a 
horned head and long black 
mane, wearing a pattern of con- 
secutive triangles to symbolize 
the scales of a serpent, sign of 
jealousy and passion. 

Demon Pushed Back 
To add to the colorful finale, 


the “oshitnodoshi” (Tsuruno- 
suke) or “push-backer” comes 
out in gaudy, oversized stuffed 
garments, to “push back” the 


demon and force it to its defiant 
position atop the gong, forming 
the head of the huge “serpent,” 
while a group of agile tumblers 
in silvery white costumes, also 
with the triangular snake pat 
tern, lines up to form the 
snake's body, the last tumbler 
upended to suggest the threat- 
eningiy lifted tail. 

On the evening program, the 
classic “Kikubatake” or chry- 
santhemum garden scene from 
“Kiichi Hogen Sanryvaku no 
Maki" is a particularly colorful 
and welldone number, with 
Yaouo, Gonjuro, Tossho and 
Yoshijiro in the main roles in 


Shocho, transformed into 


Tsurnunosuke, 


a well-balanced and competent 
performance. 

The play's fundamental theme 
ie the old rivalry between the 
Genji and Heike clans, at the 
time when the Heike is at the 
height of its power. Kisanda 
(Gonjuro) is the faithful Genji 
follower who accompanies the 
boy Ushiwaka, Genji scion, in- 
to the mansion of Heike retainer 
Klichi, disguised as menials, in 
order to acquire a secret scroll 
of military strategy in Kiichi's 
possession. 

Learns Identity 

It happens that Kiichi is 
none other than Kisanda’s elder 
brother, although the brothers 
have been separated ever since 
Kisanda was a mere babe. Kiichi 
immediately recognizes Ushi- 
waka for what he is, but it 
takes a little longer for him to 
discover Kisanda’s identity as 
his own brother.

The Air Force licked the Mar- 
ines 60-0 in the Shuri Bow! in 
Okinawa early this month while 
Army blasted Navy 41-40 In the 
Kimchi Bowl in Korea. 

Originally played in Japan 
and including service personnel 
assigned in Korea and Japan, 
the Rice Bowl and its prelimi- 
nary games have now graduated 
to include all U.S. personnel in 
Okinawa, Japan and Korea as 
well as those aboard U.S. naval 
vessels in the Far East. 

Last December the Air Force 
defeated the Marines, 6-0, in the 
closest Rice Bowl game since 
the series first started in 1946.

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Quota Talks in Washington 


The negotiations now going on in Washington on the 
subject of the volume of Japan’s cotton textile exports to 
the United States for next year have several hurdles to 
surmount. 

Japan has the self-imposed task of setting a voluntary 
quota, but obviously this must be at a level which will be 
satistactory to the United States and inflict no grave in- 
jury on the American textile industry. Japan’s ideas for the 
coming year, it has already been revealed, are for a six per 
cent rise in the over-all ceiling of 235 million square yards 
set for 1957 and 1958, this increase to include substantial in- 
creases for velveteens and gingham subquotas. 

it Seems to us that this proposition is a reasonable one, 
but various angles of the situation deserve consideration. 


So far as the over-all figure is concerned, Japan is ar- 
guing that the latest textile production figures indicate that 
boom conditions are ahead for the American industry and 
that this in itself would warrant an increase in the Japanese 
quota for the 1959 period. U.S. textile industrialists, while 
conceding that the textile market has shown signs of some 
recovery in recent weeks, protest that the future remains 
dubious. Some have maintained that the situation warrants 
a Cut—10 per cent has been mentioned—rather than an in- 
crease in the flow of Japanese textiles into the American 
market. 

Nevertheless, the case put forward on behalf of Japan 
in this respect by Mr. Asakai and Mr. Shimoda is being care- 
fully considered by the Americans and the prospects are 
perhaps not unfavorable for some increase, although per- 
haps not as much as six per cent. 


Japan’s request for higher velveteen and gingham 
quotas is likely to meet with more resistance. The Japanese 
Side is reported to be asking for a 60 per cent increase in the 
present velveteen quota of 2,500,000 square yards and a 20 
per cent increase in the gingham quota of 35 million square 
yards. It has also suggested a 10 to 15 per cent rise in the 
amount of .handkerchiefs, trousers and other miscellaneous 
items sent to the United States under the voluntary quota 
system. It appears that the United States, which is said to 
consume some 10 million square yards of velveteens an- 
- Nually, produces only half its requirements domestically, 

and it is consequently argued that there is ample room for 
imports from Japan and Italy, and since Italy has voluntari- 
ly cut its exports of velveteens to less than 1,500,000 yards, 
Japan ought to obtain a considerable increase. The Amer- 
ican consumption of ginghams is much larger, and in this 
case the domestic milis are taking care of the needed in- 
crease in production to a large extent, We may expect, in- 
deed, increasing opposition to any extension of the gingham 
subquota from the domestic industry. 

It is widely conceded in the United States that the Japa- 
nese export control program has worked favorably over the 
past two years and that serious harm to both the American 
and Japanese textile industries has been avoided. The pres- 
ent negotiations have, of course, a political as well as an 
economic aspect. It is now fully realized throughout the 
United States that Japan must export her products in order 
to live and that circumstances make it imperative that 
America should take a goodly proportion of this country’s 
export goods. 

Where views between the two nations are apt to differ 
is in the amount of textile exports which the United States 
can be fairly expected to take, both in the over-all total 
and_in specific lines of goods included in that total. 


It has been argued that Japanese desires to change the 
subquotas for these specific goods inflict an uncertainty 
upon the American mills producing a similar kind of arti- 
cles. This is no doubt true to a certain extent and it is 
therefore necessary that the whole series of questions in- 
volved should be most carefully considered. This, we believe, 
is now being done in Washington. It has to be borne in 
mind, however, that officially the United States does not 
consider the voluntary restriction of Japanese textile im- 
ports as a quota; consequently any modification of the pres- 
ent setup must be a unilateral Japanese act, just as the 
original establishment of the restriction system was such. 
The consequence is that if Japan fails to restrict exports to 
the general satisfaction of the Amercian industry, and the 
American nation generally, there is sure to be a tumultuous 
call for restrictive action by the United States Government. 


Politically, of course, there is a strong urge upon 
Washington to concede as much as possible to solutions 
which will benefit Japan’s economy, and the State Depart- 
ment has undoubtedly played its part in keeping the libera- 
lization of trade in the forefront of American politics. But 
is must be remembered that there is a limit to the political 
factor in this economic issue. Imports cannot be allowed 
seriously to damage American industries although a spirit 
of sharing the market may be upheld. The gist of the matter 
is at just what point to compromise.

AN INTRODUCTION TO HAIKU. 
By Harold G. Henderson. New 
York. Doubleday-Anchor. 190 pages 
with appendix. $1.25. 


Mr. Henderson, now retired 
from the faculty of Columbia 
University, has devoted more 
than a quarter of a century to 
the tesk of translating haiku 
into English, The Bamboo 
Broom, published in 1933, has 
long been a major text in the 
fie'd. Now he has published a 
more ambitious book. 

He tells us in his preface 
that “it eontains about 75 trans- 
lations which originally appear- 
ed in the Broom, and some 300 
hew ones.” 


Two introductory chapters 
offer a brief discussion of haiku 
poetics and a sketch Ristory of 
17-syllable poetry before Basho. 
There follow seven chapters on 
Basho, his pupils, other early 
i7th century poets, Buson, his 
contemporaries, Issa, and Shi- 
ki. 

Each chapter begins with bio- 
graphical and critical com- 
mentary interspersed with trans- 
lations, and ends with transia- 
tions left for the most part to 
stand by themselves. 

The last chapter contains a 
few translations from modern 
poets other than Shiki. The ap- 
pendix is an introduction to and 
a glossary of kireji particles. 

The commentary is lightly 
done. Mr. Henderson is firm in 
his belief that haiku translations 
must stand or fall as poetry. 
and that no amount of biography 
or aesthetic speculation will 
cover their defects—indeed that 
a perfectly acequate translation 
can be broken by a weight of 
commentary. 

No doubt he is right. Cer- 
tainly there have been books 
enough in which one has been 
unable to catch sight of the 
translation for the solemn 
wordiness of the translator. If 
one too frequentiy catches him 
throwing up his hands and 
saying, “I like the poem, that's 
all,” well, that is surely better 
than the other extreme, which

Mr. Henderson offers three 
arguments in support of rhyme, 
of which the second is the most 
interesting: “I think that any 
verse form, be it sonnet, triolet 
or haiku, is more effective if it 
is kept fairly rigid, so that it 
can act as a sort of frame to the 
picture. In Japanese the effect 
of definite form is given by the 
alternation. of five and seven 
syllables; in English this me- 
thod is impossible, and the use 
of rhyme or assonance, especial- 
ly if it can be kept unobtrusive, 
is perhaps the best available 
substitute.” 

The question is whether it 
can be kept unobtrusive ond 
whether, granted the n° uaise 
that a “frame” is necessary, no 
other would do better. One 
may think that rhyme has be- 
come somewhat obtrusive when 
it requires that the rains of.June 
become the rains of May and 
the town or river named Seta 
become Seta Bay because 
“May” and “bay” rhyme, and 
one may also feel that inven- 
tions like “locust-shrill” are 
mouth-twisters worthy of Hop- 
kins, 

Again, it seems significant 
that some of Mr. Henderson's 
best effects are achieved when 
meter is more conspicuous than 
rhyme: 

“Octopus traps; how soon

Flower of Edo 


Edo was famous for many big 
fires, and conflagrations were 
called the flower of Edo. But 
it Was not because of the great 
fires that so often destroyed the 
major portions of the city th: 
they became such an outstand- 
ing feature of Edo. It was the 
excitement shown by § Kdo 
dwellers in fires that made them 
so famous. 

At the ringing of the fire bell, 
many people laid aside their 
work or jumped out of thei 
beds to rush to the place of the 
fire to watch the destruction. 
They ran even to distant fires 
and were disappointed when the 
fires were already extinguished 
when they reached the spot. 

Of course, many of the people 
went to offer their help to rela- 
tives and friends in the fire area. 
So they always had their fire- 
fighting costumes ready at hand. 
To rush to a fire and join in the 
fire-fighting was the desire of 
many Edokko (native of Edo). 

So quite a confusion was 
caused at every fire, with fire- 
men fighting the flames and 
huge crowd of willing helpers 
and fire watchers milling 
about. Officials therefore adopt- 
ed some excellent measures to 
maintain order and prevent 
crime at the locality of a fire. 
Firemen and officials stood 
around the burning area to 
stop the curious from entering 
the fire area. Only those who 
proved their connection with 
the families in the burning dis- 
trict were permitted to enter. 

This strict measure was 
taken to stop the theft of goods 
carried out from the burning 
houses. Persons caught steal- 
ing at a fire were given the 
severe punishment of death. 

To prevent confusion, all per- 
sons carrying out their goods 
were not allowed to use carts. 
They had to take their valu- 
ables either by hand or on 
their backs. 

As so many families lost their 
houses in big fires, Edo author- 
ities maintained establishments 
to care for those burned out in 
several parts of the city, each 
big enough to handle about 200 

rsons, where they were given 
food, clothing and other neces- 
sities,

President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
and the West closer to each 
other. 

A complete pro-Moscow Iraq 
is as much a nuisance to Nasser 
as the unreserved pro-West 
policy taken by that country 
under Nuri Said. 

The West has an overriding 
interest in keeping Iraq from 
becoming a foothold of Soviet 
influence in the Middle. East. 

The Kassim regime was 
founded after the successful 
revolution upon a coalition of 
four main political forces call- 
ed “National Union Front.” 

The four forces are National 
Democrats, Istiqlal (Indepen- 
dence) Party, Baath (Socialist) 
Party and the Communists, 

The Baath Party is composed 
of die-hard supporters of Nas 
ser. It advocated from the out- 
set the merger of Iraq with the 
UAR.,. 

This party, also containing 
many Syrian elements, was not 
so important a factor in the 
Iraqi political scene earlier as 
it is today. 

The Baath Party of Syria 
took the initiative in the Egypt- 
Syria unification project in the 
beginning of this year in an at- 
tempt to oust Communist influ- 
ences from the country. As a 
result of the unification, the 
Communist Party went under- 
ground and the party leader 
Khaled Bakdash took refuge in 
the Soviet Union. 

The Baath Party, trying to 
take the same measure in Iraq, 
planned the Traqi unification 
with Egypt at the outbreak of 
the revolution in Iraq. 

However, neither Nasser nor 
Kassim was agreeable to the 
plan because of the differences 
in their own standpoints. While 
Nasser did not want the Syrian 
Baath Party to extend its in- 
fluence through the unification, 
Kassim, who has no intention 
of being hostile to Nasser, did 
not like the idea of subordina- 


. tion to Nasser either, 


Nasser has been quite dissatis- 
fied with the fact that the 
Baath Party had been causing 
various troubles concerning 
Syria since the Egypt-Syria uni- 
fication. 

Nasser was also opposed to 
Akram Hourani, the Baath 
Party leader and vice president 
of the Cairo Government, be- 
coming influential in his Goy- 
ernment. Nasser’s idea is to 
nip Hourani’s power in the bud. 

On Kassim’s side, the unifica- 
tion plan plotted jointly by Col. 
Aref, who cooperated with Kas- 
sim in the Iraqi revolution, and

the Baath Party was contrary 
to Kassim’s policy. Therefore, 
Kassim assigned Aref as ambas- 
sador to Bonn in an effort to 
keep him away from the central 
Government of Iraq. Aref, who 
did not follow the order and 
continued his. efforts for unifi- 
cation was arrested by the Iraqi 
Government. Chances were that 
Aref had expected the support 
of Nasser who actually gave 
him the cold shoulder for fear 
of the increasing power of the 
Baath Party. 

The Baath. policy was criticiz- 
ed by both Nasser and Kassim. 
In order to check Baath’s in- 
fluence, Kassim had to depend 
on Communist support in 
domestic politics. 


The Soviet Union was shrewd 
enough to take advantage of 
this situation in the Mideast. 
Akramovich Mukhitdinov, 4 
member of the Soviet Presi- 
dium and a Moslem of Tash- 
kent visited Cairo in Septem- 
ber. The Russian envoy ap- 
proached Nasser with an offer 
of arms and assistance in dam 
construction. Nasser then re- 
quested the Russians to return 
Syrian Communist leader Bak- 
dash to Damascus. 


But Cabri Assali, a Baath 
Party leader and vice president, 
He 
was later discharged paving 
the way for Nasser to split the 
force of his political foe, 
Hourani. 

In Baghdad, the Iraqi Commu- 
nist leader, Mustapha Barazani, 
belonging to. the Kurd tribe 
whose independence movement 
is supported by the Soviet 
Union, appeared in the fore 
ground, Barazani’s appearance 
touched off a series of positive 
anti-Baath Party policies includ- 
ing the arrest of Aref. 

While Kassim’s position im- 
proved Communist forces also 
gained influence. To cope with 
the situation, the United States 
strengthened its military ailili- 
ances with Iran and Turkey, 
and, at the same time, decided 
to send Rountree to the Mid- 
east. 

The Kassim regime in Iraq 
now stands in a very delicate 
position, with the world’s two 
major powers, the U.S. and Rus- 
sia, preparing to win over Iraq,
